in  almost  every  annual  canvass  for  legisla¬ 
tive  and  congressional  representatives. 
This  lncaesant  political  turmoil  through 
out  the  laud,  unsettles  policies,  deranges 
business,  discourages  the  industries  and 
keeps  society  in  a  state  of  trepidation  arid 
uncertainty.  Even  our  youth  imbibe  the 
vitiating  spirit,  evincing,  among  their 
school -fellows,  or  at  the  apprentices  noon 
in*,  their  partisan  bias  and  clamorously 
vociferating  with  “  three  cheers  tnd  a  ti 
gab"  for  the  party  whose  banner  and  mot¬ 
to  beet  please  their  fancy,  and  for  this,  that 
or  tbs  other  cendidate  whose  soubriquet  is 
most  fantastic  or  sonorous. 


TUB  DEMORALISING  TENDENCY

asked,  Do  yon  mean  to

chise?  By  no  means.  Yet  we  hes  tate  not 
to  aver,  and  we  think  no  sane  and  thought- 
fal  observer  will  question  the  correctness 
of  onr  position  when  we  say  it,  that  the 
fmj uiiU  recurrence  of  great  elections,  with 
the  enormous  patronage  flowing  from 
them,  and  the  great  inducements  held  ont 
lor  intrigue,  wire-pulling,  threats,  prorai 
see,  and  other  srtful  devices,  fo  carry  the 
•lection  in  a  certain  way  for  sinister  and 
ambitions  ends,  contributes  more  to  disin 
togrste  society,  to  weaken  respect  for  pro¬ 
bity  and  virtue,  to  unduly  develop  tlie  sc 
quiaitive  propensity,  excite  the  spirit  of 
pride,  and  stimulate  the  baser  traits  of  hu 
man  character,  than  any  other  wide-spread 
cause  In  all  our  land. 

Let  ns  not  be  deceived  and  suppose  that 
this  demoralization  is-conflned  to  the  char¬ 
acter  and  seta  of  men  in  public  lite.  Where 
Is  the  family  that  does  not  manifest  bat  too 
'  clearly  its  all  pervasive  influence?  How 
few  are  the  high  souled  barristers  that  keep 
clear  of  chicanery,  or  even  of  known  and 
willlul  falsity  in  defence  of  their  clients 
or  in  the  prosecution  of  some  questionable 
claim  I  How  seldom  do  we  now-a  days 
meet  with  business  men  of  such  sterling 
Characters  and  upright  principles  ms  would 
•corn  to  over-reach  in  making  bargains,  to 
profit  by  a  customer’s  Ignorance,  to  miare 
present  qualities  and  values,  nr  to  drive  a 
g'NNl  bargain  far  \hemoelvre,  regardless  of 
their  respondent's  necessities  or  tfiteTMt't 
Donbtlssslt  will  strike  many  with  surprise 
that  we  should  attribute  these  things  to  the 
frequency  of  elections.  But  we  apprehend

He  descrilied  st  length 
the  character  end  conduct  ol  Joseph  of 
Arimuthea  and  of  Nicodemus  both  "Ru 
lers”  and  members  ol  the  Sanhedrim  that 
condemned  our  Lord.  They  hadJbotli  be- 
croe  converts  probably  to  the  claims  of 
Jesus—  Nicodemus  21  years  bvtore  when 
lie  had  that  interesting  private  night  iu 
terv.cwr  with  Jesus  respecting  the  new 
birth, —  hut  both  were  ‘‘secret"  disciple*, 
p<  rlmp*  from  love  of  offii-e  or  front  per 
*onul  fear  of  violence.  They  did  not  take 
a  Htanil  iu  defence  of  their  Lord  ur  in  sup¬ 
port  of  his  doctrines  but  seemed  of  that 
easy  going  sort,  like  too  many  we  d  id  iu 
the  chuich  and  out  of  it,  ut  this  bay, 
who  acquiesce  id  I  lie  sentiment  most  po]>- 
ular  with  the  crowd  by  wl|ieh  thvy  are 
encircled,  tchute  ndhetion'u  not  of  faith ,  but 
•f  jrohey.  ■ 

Uie  Crucifixion  of  our  Lord  bad  s  differ¬ 
ent  iffect  upon  them  from  that  witneosed 
in  many  of  tbe  disciples  who  hud  been  open 
in  their  professions  of  attachment  and 
devotion  ol  service, while  their  Lord  seemed 
master  of  the  situation,  but  fled  and  de¬ 
nied  him  ss  soon  as  they  found  him  in  the 
power  of  bis  enemies.  Joseph  and  Nicode- 
mus  on  the  contrary  now  came  to  the 
front  and  fearlessly  and  kindly  cared  for 
the  IhmIj  of  Jesns,  embalming  and  burying 
it  in  Joseph's  own  new  tomb  in  his  garden. 
There  it  reason  to  believe  that  a  number 
of  that  body — the  Sanhedrim — secretly  be¬ 
came  disciples  of  Jesus  unknown  to  each 
other,  and  dared  not  evince  their  faith  and 
attachment  "for  Icar  of  the  Jews."  Who 
knows  what  the  effect  might  have  I  teen 
il  Nicodemus  had  declared  hi*  conviction 
and  belief  in  that  grand  Council,  now 
it  would  have  electrified  Joseph,  and  they 
two  have  brought  out  many  others.  Their 
conduct  has  probably  Innumerable  counter 

Sarto  among  nubile  men  everywhere.  How 
rw  are  decided  and  courageous  in  their 
profeaainn  of  faith.  Our  yonng  men  may 
well  learn  a  valuable  lesson  from  this  tar 
.native. 

Wr  only  give  a  sketch  of  the  nature 
and  drift  of  this  practical  and  feeling  dis¬ 
course.
